ʻA few months ago Mrs. Grady 
Boynton was talking to Mrs. Bob 
Durrance in Pahokee’ about the 
beauty of a healthy sweet ‘potato 
plant growing in the Durrance 
home. Remarking that she planned 
to start one herself, Mrs. Boynton 
was told by Mrs. Durrance to take 
along the one she had growing 
there. 

The plant was taken to the 
Boynton home in Canal Point 
where it served its purpose for 
many, many weeks. Finally, it be- 


* gan to shed its leaves and as is.the 


usual case it was not as- preity as 
in its early days. So, Mrs. Boyn- 
ton ‘discarded it. 

There is where this story really 
starts. 

Along came Mr. Boynton and 
found the potato plant. on the 
trash pile. Being of .a curious na- 
ture, more or less, Grady took the 
wilted and yellowing plant into. his 
garden and planted it, merely to 
see if it would grow. And grow it 
did! That was several months ago. 
Sometime last summer, Grady 
pointed out to this reporter. 

"Yesterday we had the pleasure 
of helping Grady dig some pota- 
toes from the single vine he had 
picked up off the trash pile. The 
potatoes weighed in'the neighbor- 
hood of six or seven pounds—that 
is 9 of them did and. then there 
were many smaller ones weighing 
around two or three pounds—for 
a total of 35 big ones. Then there 
were a lot of small ones weighing 
half pound up to a pound. 

‘The potatoes were a little rough 
but, otherwise excellent for the 
table. When this reporter was on 
the potato digging scene Grady 
had already given away many of 
the delectable spuds to his neigh- 
bors. However, what he had left 
over filled two bushel baskets. Not 
a bad harvest from one hill of Pe 
tatoes. i

Mrs. Rader Killed 
In Auto Accident 


Mrs. Pauline Rosen Rader, 49, 
of 911 Hollywood Pl., West Palm 
Beach, was killed instantly in a 
traffic accident about 6:30 p. m. 
Wednesday on SR 80, approximate- 
ly three miles west of .20-Mile 
Bend, according to Florida High- 
way Patrolman E. D. Duggar. 

Her husband, Leo J. Rader, 64, 
was reported in Belle Glade Me- 
morial Hospital in critical condi- 
tion with internal injuries. 

Deputy Sheriff “—Emry Pickren, 
who investigated the accident, said 
Mr. Rader was driving east on SR 
80 when he rammed into the rear 
of a one-and-a-half ton concrete 
mixer truck parked on the right 
side of the road awaiting return 
of a gimilar truck across a nearby 
bridge. The truck’s. driver, Fid 
Amerson, 28, Point, was 
quoted as saying t'at the time 
of the accident he was down the 
road trying to flag down traffic 
with his flashlight. 

The truck was knocked 45 feet 
of the south side of the road. and 
overturned, Pickren said. Both ve- 
hicles were listed as total losses. 

Investigating, accoring to ‘Pa- 
trolman Dugger, weré Patrolman 
J .P. Bertrand, Belle Glade, Con- 
stable Ray Whitlock, Belle Glade, 
and Deputy Pickren. No charges 
had been filed last night. 

Mr. Rader recently figured ‘in a 
long drawn out litigation involv- 
ing the estate-of a former wife, 
Deputy Pickren said, in which a 
perjury conviction was finally re- 
versed by the Florida Supreme 
Court.

Major Tiffin was with the Air- 
borne Troops on the front lines. o1 
Korea for 321 days before he was 
transferred to Southwest Korea to 
serve’ as military advisor to a 
commanding officer of 4,000 South 
Korean troops assigned to thai 
area to-clean up 10,000 North Ko- 
rean guerillas left behind the lines 
by advancing United Nations 
troops. 

During the 181 days Major Tif- 
fin was engaged in this clean-up 
action the ROK’s killed 6,000 
guerillas with 2,000 casualties tc 
their own group and Major Tiffin 
received. two citations from the 
Home Minister for his work in this 
field. 

Major Tiffin is scheduled to re- 
turn to the United States on Jan. 
15 under the new rotation system 
and will have a 30-day leave dur- 
ing which he, together with his 
wife and mother, will visit i Pa- 
hokee.

Mr. Dobrow pointed 
out the many fine things done by 
the club during the year just clos- 
ed. He is chairman of the welfare 
fund committee. 

It was reported monies from the 
welfare fund, which is ‘raised by 
club members, spent in ministering 
to needy families and their under- 
privileged children during the past 
year totaled $897.93, with 30 wel- 
fare cases receiving aid. 

During the past year the wel- 
fare fund was used to give aid to 
local school cafeterias by supply- 
ing them with fruits and vege, 
tables and providing free lunches, 
to underprivileged children, furn-. 
ishing free dental service to under- 
privileged children, paying for 15. 
tonsilectomies, furnishing trans- 
portation to the free clinics. in 
West: Palm Beach, providing grec- 
eries for destitute families and 
aiding destitute victims of auto ac- 
cidents. 

Monies from the welfare fund; 
‘were also used to purchase a por- 
table incubator for Use in caring’ 
for premature babies born outsidée 
the local hospital. x 

In addition to the $897.93 spent 
on welfare, cases, the club is pur- 


chasing a refrigerating unit for ` 


the walk-in cooler at the Canal 
Point School lunchroom at a cost 
of $800. The club installed a walk- 
in refrigerator at the Pahokee 
school cafeteria last year and it 
proved a valuable aid in bien 
food costs. 

The Rotary Welfare Fund was 
established by the club a few 
years ago when the Community 
Chest- was dissolved and has been 
the top -welfare agency in this 
area ever since. 

Elmer Jones, secretary-treasur- 
er of the committee, rendered an 
outstanding and detailed report of 
all expenditures of the group dur- 
ing the year.

“In Governor’s Power 


TAMPA—Alto Adams saya if 
elected Governor he would ask the 
«Legislature to reshuffle the Gov- 
ernor’s powers to put the bulk of 
the State's Administrative contro] 
underthe State Cabinet. He ex- 
plained this would remove the bal- 
ance of administrative power from 
the Governor and put it under Cab- 
inet members “who must look the 
electorate in the eye every four 
years.” 

This, Adams said in a speech 
before the Tampa Junior Chamber 
of Commerce, would give constitu- 
tional government back to the 
people.

Made By Ag. Dept. 


CLEWISTON — Making its an- 
nual review of current research on 
sugarcane and beets, the Sugar 
Advisory Committee of the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture submit- 
ted nine major recommendations 
for future work on these crops. 
Utilization of blackstrap molasses 
for cattle feed: when used with 
sugarcane as a carrier, and possi-

ties of making paper pulp from 
sugarcane bagasse was one of the 
top priority Lyi goa of the Com- 
mittee.

May Not Be Enough 
Oranges This Year 


LAKELAND — Florida, with a 
record: breaking supply of over 
seventy-two mifllion boxes, may, 
not have enough oranges 
around, a citrus official said re- 
cently. 

Single strength canners will, ne 
doubt; end up on the shortest end 
of the supply, A. V. Saurman, gen- 
eral manager of Florida Citrus 
Mutual, has predicted. On the basis 
of the records of last season, he 
said, there is a chance that the. 
orange juice pack will-be the light- 
est one in several years. 

At the present rate of utiliza- 
tion, approximately 14 million 
boxes of oranges will have been 
used by Jan. 1, 1952. This will 
leave 58 million baxes of the 72,- 
500,000 boxes available after the 
first of the year. He predicts 17 
million boxes going to the.fresh 
fruit market, 3 million for home 
use and export, 30 million to con- 
centrators for frozen juice, 2,500,- 
000 to concentrators for hot pack 
juice, leaving a total of 5,500,000 
boxes for single-strength canners 
Single strength canners used, a 
total of 15,800,000 boxes for the 
1950-51 season.

9-Year-Old Court Case 
Settled In pa 


TAMPA—A nine-year-old, Fed- 
eral Court case brought by Bruce’s 
Juices, Inc., a Tampa firm, in 
1942 -against American Can: Cs; 
was clsoed recently when a mann- 
cate from the U. S, Court of Ap- 
peals awarded Bruce’ ‘s Juices $180,- 
000 damages. 

Opening the litigation was a suit 
brought in Circuit Court in 1942 
by American Can Company against 
Bruce’s Juices for the payment of 


*|promissary notes. The juice com- 


pany countered with a suit in Fed- 
eral Court eharging that tiie notes 
were illegal because of alleged 
violation by American Can Qom- 
pany of the anti-trust-and Robin- 
son-Patman price discrimination 
laws. 

Soon aftter the suits were 

brought,, the Florida Supreme 
Court affirmed the. decision in 
favor of American Can Company. 
After the U. S. Supreme Court 
handed down the same. decision, 
the promissary notes were paid off 
by Bruce’s- Juices. 
, Meanwhile, in Federal Court’ in 
1949, a judgement was, entered in 
favor of Bruce's Juices ‘concerning 
the alleged violation of the anti- 
trust laws.`A decision handed down 
awarded the $180,000 damages to 
juice firm. 

Damages originally cited- by 
Adams. Bruce, president / of the 
firm, had not- been’ allowed to ex- 
pand his business because of dis- 
crimination in prices of the sale 
of cans to.his company wa'‘ch was, 
allowed one per cent discount for’ 
one year. while other out-of-state 
firms were allowing five par cent 


discount.
